Although in substance all of the 
dozen speeches the president made to- 
day were much like those he deliver- 
ed in Massachusetts: and Maryland, 
they differed widely at times in the 
words used to score Mr. Rooseve't. 

Reosevelt and the Millennium Job. 

One of the attacks on Mr. Roosevelt 
which raiseg a laugh delivered at Den- 
today ran like this: 


“Ie think it would be dangerous to 
put a man with Mr. Rooseveit’s pres- 
ent constitutional views and with the 
intoxication he would necessarPly feel 
by reason of getting something that 
none of the great presidents ever got, 
into the white house. 

“Hee says the reason the American 
people are going to eleci him is be- 
cause he is necessary for the job. Well, 
Il hope the American people will not 
think that he is necessary for the job. 
I want to call your atiention to what 
the job is which he proposes. It is the 
millennium that he is going to bring 
about when he gets into office. All 
bosses are going to disappear, politi- 
cians are going to be fewer and he is 
going to have a finzer in every com- 

unity in every state, in every county 

nd everything is going to be heaven. 

' “If that be true, the millennium is 
coming and if thatis the job hé is to do, 
it is going to take longer than four 
years. | beg of you to ask him when 
he comes here whether he would take 
a fourth term ang why he should not 
continue in office during his life.’’ 

Imagine Roosevelt Wafted to Skies. 

Another sally that brought a re- 
sponse was that delivered at Cam- 
bridge. Speaking tflere of the job 
Roosevelt said the people wanteg him 
to do, President Taft said: 

“Suppose Mr. Roosevelt were wafted 
to the skies in a chariot, like the 
phophet of old, and were to disappear 
from sight, how do you suppose this 
country would get along anyhow’?

Mr. Taft compared Roosevelt and 
Lincoln with a smile. 

“Mr. Roosevelt. likens himself to 
Abraham Lincoln’more and resembles 
him less than any man in the history 
of this country,” he remarked during 
the day. 

Mr. Taft asked Roosevelt backers 
for more facts and less “lurid head- 
lines and lung power,’’ and dubbed the 
campaign the former president is mak; 
ing against him “accusatory and. H+ 
belous.” - Dag 

In a joint apprgl to the war veter-

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DIRECT ELECTION 
OF U.S, SENATORS 
GOES TO STATES 


Congress Passes Resolution Or- 
dering Constitutional Amend- 
ment to Be Submitted 


DEMOCRATS OF THE SOUTH! 
FOUGHT THE RESOLUTION 


Because, Under Amendment to 
Be Submitted, United States 
Will Have Supervision of 
Senatorial Elections—South- 
ern Democrats Based Oppo-.

Washington, May § 13.—(Special.)— 
Despite the fierce opposition of south- 
ern representatives, the house this 
afternoon accepted the Bristow amend- 
ment to the popular election of sena- 
tors resolution by a vote of 237 to 39, 

The announcement of the result was 
greeted by cheers on both sides of th: 
house. 

Both houses of congress have now 
approved of this fundamental change 
in the organic law by the requisite 
two-thirds majorities ‘and if/ the 
amendment is ratified by the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the states it 
will become amendment No. 16, 

Since the first resolution for the di- 
rect election of senators was intro- 
duced in 1826 the house has five times 
passed such a resolution, but the sen- 
ate has never yet come to terms with 
the house. 

That Bristow 

On February 28, 1911, the house 
resolution failed by four yotes in the, 
senate. It contained as reported from 
the senate judiciary committee the ob- 
jectionab Sutherland amendment, or 
Bristow amendment as it later became 
known, which some southern congress- 
men feared would open the way for in- 
terference by congress with the elec- 
tion laws of southern states. 

The first paragraph of section 4 of 
article 1 of the constitution now reads: 


Amend ment. 


“The times, places and manner of 
holding elections for senators and 
representatives shall be prescribed in 
each state by the legislatures thereof, 
but the congress’ may at any time 
make or alter such regulations, ex- 
cept as to the places of choosing sena- 
tors.” 

It was pointed out that the second 
sentence above quoteq would permit 
congress to exercise a power in an 
election where all the electors of a 
state voted, which would be radically 
different from that now exercised, 
where the Jlegislature only elects.

AN INDEFENSIBLE BREACH OF CONTRACT. 

Notwithstanding the walk-out of the union pressmen of The 
Atlanta Georgian last Saturday, that paper has suffered little or no 
inconvenience. It is now issuing regularly, on time and with prac- 
tically the normal complement of news and features, 

‘But the pressmen’s union has itself sustained a severe blow 
as an organization that may be depended upon to live up to its 
solemn contractural obligations. Its individual members, having 
violated a binding agreement absolutely without cause or shadow 
of justification, find themselves regarded everywhere as men whose 
contractural obligation must always be regarded with suspicion. 

In Chicago, even, where the disagreement originated, there was 


'no just ground for the action that temporarily embarrassed all the 


papers of that city. The details have already been told, and they 
must sadden every Atlantan who sympathizes with the more exalted 
phases of union labor and its mission. In Atlanta the walk-out was, 
and is, wholly indefensible. The pressmen themselves admit that 
they had, and have now, no cause for complaint against The Geor- 
They have been well and promptly paid, the questions of 
wages and hours were never in dispute and, above all, they were, 
collectively and severally, bound by a written legal document to 
the discharge of certain specified duties. Out of mistaken sym- 
pathy for men who have themselves set aside a contract of their 
own making, The Georgian pressmen elected to break also their 
contract and abandon a charge to which they were sworn at a 


moment no less inopportune to the public than to the publishers. 


Their course is shown the more regrettable by the fact that 
only in two other cities—Chicago itself and San Francisco—has 
their action been confirmed by their confreres. In other cities and 
even upon the alleged offending Hearst newspapers, the pressmen 
righteously regarded.a legal and deliberate contract in preference 
to breaking it in obedience to ill-advised orders issued as a palpable 
attempt at unfair intimidation. In this connection, it is refreshing 
tc note the upright and conservative loyalty to contract of the pow- 
erful typographical union, which refused by a heavy vote in Chicago 
and elsewhere to upset their pledged word and join in a sympa- 
thetic strike. 7 > } 

In any business, in any cause, at any time, and unless abrogated 
by bad faith on the side of either party, obedience to a written con- 
tract is the first and indefensible principle in success and the main- 
tenance of self-respect. Wantonly disregarding this law, the press- 
men on [he Georgian have brought disrepute upon their order and 
alienated the sympathy of the overwhelming majority of law-abid- 
ing and pledge-keeping union men in this country.

Within a 
few weeks after the expression of the public: will, the new parlia- 
ment is seated, and the popular verdict is forthwith registered in 
law.

The majority of the owners of the 
recognized disorderly houses in At- 
lanta are members of the city’s 
Christian churches. | 

This discovery, brought out by an 
investigation of the social evil by a 
committee from the Men and Religion 
Forward Movement and presented at a 
meeting of that body with the min- 
isters of Atlanta Monday evening, re- 
sulted in the ministers pledging them- 
Selves to force these men from their 
churches or else compel them to turn 
the inmates from their property. 

The meeting was called in order that 
findings of an investigating commit-

tee might be put before the ministers, 
and they in turn agreed at the meeting 
by a rising vote to put the facts be- 
fore their congregation in order to 
create a public sentiment that will put 
itself squarely behind the city vice 
commission when it reports. 
‘Revenue From the Houses, 

J. C. Logan, who headed the com- 
mittee which investigateq the social 
evil here, brought out these statistics, 
painstakingly gathereqg by his work- 
ers: There are 44 recognized houses 
in Atlanta—1l12 are located on Decatur 
street, 8 on Marietta street, 5 on 
Peters street, 11 on Manhattan avenue 
and the remaining 8 on Moseley, Pratt, 
Thurman and Magnolia streets. The 
houses bring an annual rental of 
$61,670. In these houses there are 265 
girls, whose board amounts to $181,000 
per year. 

Aside from these’ establishments 
recognized by the police, the socfa! 
ewil- prevails ip many hotels and pri- 
vate houses, according to Mr. Logan, 
whose workers visited ten hotels, 
whose names he gave, and five private 
houses, which he also named.

these houses, emphasizing the point 
that the recognition of an evil by the 
law has the effect of making it seem 
right to the masses. He urged: that 
steps to lessen temptation be taken. 


Church Members Own Houses. 


It was Dr. John E. White who 
sprang the sensation of the evening by 
the announcement that the majority of: 
the owners of the houses, equally 
liable in the eyes of the law with the 
women who conduct them, are mem- 
bers of Christian churcues. 

“Of the $61,000 annual rent which 
these landowners are paid by these 
women,” said the minister, “a good 
per cent of it reaches the coffers of 
our own churches.” 

Dr. White ended his remarks with a 
strong statement urging the ministers 
to eliminate these men from thelr 
church rolls. 

When Dr. W. P. Lovejoy called for 
the names of the ownerg Chairman 
John J. Eagan stated that each min- 
ister would privately be given the list 
of men in his church, a part of whose 
revenue came from these houses. 

Give Them a Chance. 

“We want to give them a chance,” 
said Mr. Eagan, “for they do not real- 
tze what they are doing. Two of them 
belong to my church’—Mr. Kagan is @ 
member of the Centra! Presbyterlan— 
“ang we have seen them and they 
have promised to clear their property 
of these women,” 

Bishop Cleland Kinlock Nelson,. of 
the Episcopal church, speaking a: mo- 
ment later, echoed this sentiment. 

“If they do not seize the chance at 
once,” he said, “I promise that those 
who belong to my church will be dealt 
with summarily.” 

Bishop Nelson, continulng hia re- 
marks, said that many renting agents 
are largely responsibie that the houses 
are in the hands of the women, and he 
asked that they receive the same treat- 
ment. ’ 

Marion M. Jackson was among the 
principal speakers of the evening and 
his talk was a call to war against the 
social evil.

man. 

It is proposed to bring. together the 
leaders of the south in construction 
and finance to take up the question of 
securing for the United States, which 
in this case will mean the south, the 
trade with Central and South America 
which now goes to Kurope, particularly 
Germany and France. 

investigation of Markets, 

After the convention an investigation 
of the South American markets and 
the best method of reaching them is 
to be made by a personal visit of a 
number of Atlanta men who have be- 
come interested in the question, and 
who announced their intention only 
Monday. With the importance of the 
souths awakening stressed by. facts 
and figures at the convention, it seems 
certain that they will be accompanied 
by other leaders of the south, and that 
the visit will be an cepoch-making one. 

“The opening of the Panama canal 
means prosperity to the south,” said 
Secretary of State Knox two weeks agvu 
when he passed through the city, and 
went on to explain what the possibil- 
ties were for this section to develop 
markets there and secure in return the 
exports of perhaps the 
nent in the world.
